RADIO SCHOOL 

We toured the different schools. 
There was little to be seen in the 
armament building, but the radio 
school was most interesting. Here, 
the boys each had a radio set, the 
kind of a set they will use in the air. 
They learn all about the set, become 
expert technicians and, what per- 
haps is more important, expert re- 
ceivers, The students, in the later 
2s of their training, never get a 
clear signal. “Interference” is pro- 
vided so that the student always 
working under unfavorable 
conditions, He is not likely to 
meet in the air anything more diffi- 
cult than he has had to master in 
the classroom. Airplane bodies, 
minus the wings, are set up in the 
school and the students work from 
the cockpits just as they would do 
if flying.

There are almost a million more Canadians 
of European extraction in Cana than there are 
white citizens in the Union of South Africa. 


Two and a half million Euro- 
A TIMELY BOOK pean-Canadians have been 
ABOUT CANADA drawn to our shores from all 

countries of the old world, 
al they have brought with them many of the 
sterling racial gifts which helped them to share 
in the upbuilding of the human heritage. While 
Europe is haunted by minority problems that set 
great nations snarling at one another until a 
final rupture leads to open war, Canada has 
managed to have all these different groups, at 
loggerheads in less happy lands, live peaceably 
within her borders. Seen in proper perspective, 
that is one of the major distinctions of Canadian 
democracy. Ukrainians are happier here than 
in Russia or Poland; Germans enjoy more liberty 
here than in the Reich; and Jews are safer in 
Canada than in Palestine. 

The story of these European Canadians has 
been told in a new book, “Canada, Europe and 
Hitler,” by Professor Watson Kirkconnell of the 
University of Manitoba. The book is based upon 
a detailed survey of the foreign language news- 
papers of Canada to find out how well the newe 
comers have adapted themselves to the Cana- 
dian way of life and how they feel about Hitler 
and his challenge to democracy. 

He finds that the European-Canadian, in 
most all cases and no matter what his racial

origin, suffers from no divided loyalties between 
his old and new land which make him in any 


irgent sense a special problem in Canada. He 
prays that the rich cultural traditions of these 
pecee will find full scope for the freest expres- 

sion, so that Canada may swiftly come of age as 
a cultural force in the modern world. 

But it is significant to note that Professor 
Kirkconnell is aware that all is not perfect; he 
does not look at the problem through rose-col- 
ored glasses. Calling for discrimination and

Here again, instead of putting the dough 
on the oven or fireplace as the housewife 
often does to give the dough the proper 
temperature, the E.C.B. is equipped with 
an air conditioned proof room where the 
dough is proofed to the desired degree. 
When the Master Bakers have convinced 
themselves that the bread is ripe for bak- 
ing, it then enters the battery of ovens that 
were recently featured at the New York 
World's Fair, as the wonder ovens of the 
day. The ovens have cgntinuously travel- 


ling shelves and have the advantage that 
the first shelf loaded with unbaked bread 
is the shelf unloaded with baked bread. 
Compare this with the old-fashioned 
method where the first loaf went to the 
back of the ovens and was the last to be 
pulled out, resulting in uneven baking. The 
ovens are equipped with thermostats to 
control the heat, an indicator that tells 
the position of the shelves in the oven, and 
a bell that rings as a reminder to the baker 
that the E.C.B. bread is ready to be re- 
moved,
